My daughter is a senior and pre-med student at Auburn University in Alabama. She has been 
a full-time student there since graduating from Chugiak High School. Her GPA is 3.97. 
Additionally, she is a life-long Alaska resident and registered voter in the state of 
Alaska. Her education i3 funded, in part, by Alaska student loans. 



Recently, her 2007 permanent fund was denied because she filed an Alabama income tax 
return (she made a whopping $3000) for 2006. She did this because Alabama law requires 
it. Now, it turns out that the state of Alabama has a non-resident return form, which she 
did not know. She mistakenly filed a resident return. Based on that information, she 
will file now try to file an amended return as a non-resident. The permanent fund folks, 
though, don't seem to care about any of this. 



By every requirement, she is entitled to her permanent fund. As you can imagine, as a 
student, these funds are critical to her. Of course, her PFD for 2008 is now also not

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forthcoming. 



However, there may be an impact that could be catastrophic for her. I am sure you are 
familiar with the WAMMI program. She has applied to the University of Washington Medical 
School. However, she can only be accepted if she is an Alaska resident. Since she has 
been ruled ineligible by the PFD folks, she may now be disqualified from the WAMMI 
program. That means that her intention to be a physician in Alaska will no longer be 
possible. 



She needs help with the folks at the PFD department.- They seem to take great glee in 
denying her the PFD. It seems to me that, as state employees, they should do everything 
possible to help residents. Am I wrong? 



If there is anything that you can do to be of assistance, I would be extremely grateful.

Thanks Donny for following up on this request from Kotlik. Our VPSO program has added Kotlik to the list of 
villages that is requesting a VPSO position. We are still slotted for 19 VPSO positions with a coordinator, 
which is the same number as last year. Of the nineteen, one position was a floating one, which we now have 
to designate to a village. Our contract this year is for 19 positions, but we received a budget for eleven. DPS 
made this mistake and have stated that they anticipate having more funds available from the unused DHSS 
funds to be redirected at later date. We anticipated additional positions for villages that currently do not have 
VPSO's. Though the salaries were increased, there are no additional monies for fringe benefits, health and 
retirement benefits, nor additional positions. As winter is coming, we can anticipate a need for more VPSO's 
due to higher energy costs, which will create domestic problems and desperation. If Governor Palin feels that 
DPS should redirect it's funding to other needs in State, she should consider funding the FIRST 
RESPONDERS, VPSO's. As one health provider, who keeps a tallly of funds used to deal with health issues, 
prevention is cheaper than dealing with it at the hospital. Quyana for consideration of the need for VPSO's, 
and we know it is not limited to just Kotlik, but to every village that is in rural Alaska.

Good afternoon, 

I received a copy of a letter to Governor Palin from the Village of Kotlik 
regarding public safety issues in their community. I am very interested in getting 
your response to that letter. 

It is my concern, and that of my colleagues from the rural areas around the State, 
for public safety in rural Alaska that was the impetus for the Senate VPSO Task 
Force last year, of which I was chair. Kotlik' s letter echoes the main findings of 
that task force and presents an example of the kinds of situations and concerns 
that were the driving force behind the creation of the Senate VPSO Task Force. 
The Senate VPSO Task Force issued its report February 1, 2008. 

There is one statement in the letter from Kotlik that is surprising to me. During 
the last legislative session, the Senate added additional funding to the VPSO 
program to increase VPSO pay, to add 15 additional VPSO positions beginning 
Oct 1, 2008, and to provide a small stipend to all communities with a VPSO to 
assist them with the cost of facilities. Not all of these increases made it to final 
passage, but the VPSO raise and partial funding for 15 additional VPSO 
positions (reduced from the Senate request to begin January 1, 2009 rather than 
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October 1, 2008) passed the full Legislature. So I am puzzled by the statement 
that AVCP had to eliminate a floating VPSO due to a budget cut to their 
operating budget. How can this be when funding was added to DPS to increase 
this program? 

Another important recommendation of the Task Force was that the Department 
of Public Safety (DPS) would meet with the regional non-profits to come up with 
a short and long range plan. This was in Recommendation Number 3, which 
stated: "DPS and the regional non-profits should work collaboratively to 
develop and maintain a 5 and 10 year plan for the VPSO program, to include a 
status of the VPSO program and an update from the impacts of recommendations 
by this Task Force; and deliver a copy to the Senate by February 1, 2009". Some 
specific criteria to be included in that plan were identified in the details for that 
recommendation and included parameters to use in determining which locations 
should get a VPSO. 

In addition to receiving your response to the Village of Kotlik's letter, I would 
also like an update on the status and progress of DPS meetings with the non- 
profits to comply with Recommendation Number 3 from the Senate VPSO Task 
Force report. If you have any questions, please contact my staff Denise at 465-

Steve- 

In our phone discussion today the primary concern and objective you expressed was the need for results from the 
e-mail search in a timely manner. 

The best assurance I can give you is that I will endeavor to move this along as fast as I can. I can't provide 
precise time estimates until after we apply the search terms to some e-mail accounts and see how many e-mails 
surface as a result. The more e-mails there are the longer it win take to review them. I can update you next week 
with our sense of the timing on this. 

I also indicated that I would be willing to consider the placement of some kind of safeguard in the process (such 
as an affidavit) that assures that all docs are accounted for. In other words, if 15 e-mails surface as a result of a 
search, all 15 will be accounted for either on a privilege log or in the disclosure. 

In terms of time and cost of an alternative process, such as the legislature issuing subpoenas and seizing the 
devices, it's difficult to say. My guess is that it would significantly escalate the time and expense of this matter and 
we would end up before the AK SCt on a variety of issues, including DPS security concerns, constitutional privacy 
and separation of powers. And at the end of the day, the process imposed by the courts would probably be pretty 
much what we have proposed here, which is essentially a standard civil litigation process. 

The search protocol we discussed last Tuesday contemplated agreement to search terms. You have provided a 
lengthy list of terms, some of which are much broader than the scope of the investigation. For instance "executive 
privilege" could encompass dozens of unrelated matters for which executive privilege has been properly asserted. 
Such terms could also slow down the search process. While we have not yet agreed to these search terms, my 
inclination at this point is to start the process with this list and see how it goes. If we find that it produces too many 
unrelated docs, you may wish to reconsider some of the terms on your list 

For what it's worth. Law's continuing objective has been to deal with this in a reasonable and fair manner 
consistent with the constitution's express requirement that legislative investigations accord all persons fair and 
just treatment.

Governor Palin Signs Energy Package 

August 25, 2008, Anchorage, Alaska - Governor Sarah Palin today signed legislation that will help 
Alaskans combat the high cost of energy. The Governor signed House Bill 4001 and Senate Bill 
4002 Into law at the home of an Anchorage resident who took advantage of the Alaska Housing 
Finance Corporation's Weatherization and Home Energy Rebate Program. 

SB 4002 uses revenues generated from the state's natural resources to provide a one-time special 
payment of $1,200 to every Alaskan eligible for the 2008 Permanent Fund dividend. The bill also 
raises by 50 percent the maximum amount of loans that bulk fuel bridge and bulk fuel revolving 
loan funds can make to communities and cooperatives. It also suspends the state's motor fuel tax 
on gasoline, marine fuel, and aviation fuel for a year and strengthens the Power Cost Equalization 
Program. HB 4001 is the appropriation bill. 

"Alaskans who signed up for direct deposit will see these funds on September 12, along with their 
dividend," said Governor Palin. "In rural Alaska, particularly, many people are facing a choice 
between feeding their families and heating their homes, and they could use this payment from the 
state's energy-generated surplus to cover some of those bills." 

Carol Geczy's home has been weather-stripped, insulation was added to the attic and crawl space, 
drafts were sealed and smoke and carbon monoxide detectors were Installed. Approximately 
$5,000 was spent on the home with an expected energy savings of 20 to 30 percent. The 
improvements were made in part by AHFC's Weatherization Program. 

"The Governor's resource rebate, along with AHFC's Weatherization and Home Energy Rebate 
programs, are putting hundreds of millions of dollars into the hands of Alaskans to help combat 
high energy costs," said Dan Fauske, AHFC's chief executive officer. "Investing money in making 
your home more energy efficient is just about the best bang for your buck you can get." 

Governor Palin also signed a proclamation declaring September as "Energy Efficiency Month" in 
Alaska. The proclamation encourages Alaskans to lower their costs by conserving energy and by 
using existing energy more efficiently at work, home and on the road. 
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"Conserving energy and using it more efficiently doesn't necessarily mean you have to sacrifice 
your quality of life," said Governor Palin. "It's the little things, like making sure lights, computers 
and appliances are turned off - and slowing down on the road, which will save money spent on 
gasoline."

At this 
point, I don't think = that the Administration wants to take on such a controversial issue with = so few 
months remaining in office, all of the rhetoric not withstanding. &a\f= sp; 

I tried to respond on each point, emphasizing = the non-intrusive nature of seismic work, thereby 
mitigating issues = involving NEPA and the compatibility test. However, I don't think I = made much 
progress. 

One other interesting point from a Congressional 51 staffer. He felt that a focus on seismic activity might 
actually = detract from the effort to open the coastal plain to responsible = development. Many 
Republicans in Congress want to keep the emphasis = on the main issue with no distractions. 

The tide of public opinion is clearly beginning = to turn in our favor. However, I'm not at all sure that 
this will = manifest itself in the Congressional energy debate that will resume = in the fall. Looking to 
the future, I hope that you will have a = chance to talk with Senator McCain or his people during the 
Republican = convention.

Thank you for your e-mail on the use of royalty oil to reduce the cost of energy to Alaskans. We share the desire 
to provide relief to all Alaskans from the crushing weight of energy costs. 

There are several popular ideas that have been discussed across Alaska, such as buying the refinery, selling 
crude at a lower rate and most recently capping the cost of diesel. Each idea sounds good but rapidly gets 
entangled in a web of constitutionality, revenue impacts, taxation, logistics, fairness, hold harmless clauses and 
ensuring that cost savings are passed on to Alaskans. 

Both the Administration and the Legislature have struggled with the best way to reduce energy costs in Alaska. 
Both put their best efforts forward to identify available options and recognized the need for both a short-term 
and a long-term solution to stabilize the economy. The Legislature recently passed a special session energy plan 
that touched on both the immediate need and funding to build infrastructure for the future. 

We are currently working on the Alaskan Energy Plan that will provide a focus for each community and region to 
reduce the cost of energy to Alaskan through the use of local fuels. Admittedly, these additions will not be ready 
for this winter season, but these infrastructure additions will provide some hope that there is a light at the end 
of the tunnel. Like you, we can see the end result if we stay on the current diesel dependency, but it has taken 
about thirty years to become totally dependent on oil, and it will take some time to shift off of diesel and reduce 
the cost of energy in Afaska. 

Every State in the US has a similar issue with the rising cost of energy, fortunately Alaska has the resources and 
the finances to resolve the energy crisis in Alaska for many generations to come.

We export 700,000 
barrels of crude oil a day and we pay the highest fuel costs in the nation. 

In Dillingham, we are paying $6.46 a gallon for gasoline and $6.23 a gallon for 
heating fuel. Even though Dorothy and I will each get $1200 and a PFD check, 
that will not pay for all of our heating fuel costs for this coming winter. 

I know that the state is not responsible for paying for my fuel costs but I believe that the 
state has an obligation to find ways and means to lower my cost of fuel so that 
we can afford to pay for it. 

Using our Royalty Oil effectively can lower our cost of fuel. Our constitution supports 

this and existing law on the books gives the Department of Natural Resources authority to move 

in that direction. 

If we do not solve our fuel cost problems very quickly, our state will go into an economic 
downturn that we will have great difficulty reversing. 

Please consider the use of our Alaska State Royalty Oil for in-state use at a cost that 
Alaskans can afford to purchase and allow us to develop our state's potential using 
our Royalty Oil. If that is not possible, then support from your administration is 
needed for the State Senate plan to cap heating fuel costs at $3.00 a gallon. 

We appreciate the $1200 resource rebate but it does not solve our fuel cost problems. We 
also appreciate the weatherization, PCE enhancements, and other energy programs that 
the legislature and your administration adopted that help immensely but fall short of 
solving our fuel cost dilemma. 

The State Senate adopted a fuel cost plan that capped the cost of heating fuel at $3.00 
a gallon. Unfortunately that plan was rejected by the State House. 

I urge you to seriously consider supporting the State Senate plan in 2009 and/or using our State Royalty 
Oil to lower our cost of fuels to prevent an energy crisis from getting worse than it already is.

State's oil could lower fuel prices 

Cheaper fuel is in 'best interest' of all Alaskans

With the dramatic rise in the cost of crude oil, every Alaskan has been hit with the skyrocketing costs for 
home heating oil, diesel fuel and gasoline. The government of Alaska is collecting a huge windfall of 
cash from the sale of its royalty crude oil from the North Slope as well as collecting taxes on the balance 
of the crude oil through the pipeline. Many residents and small businesses cannot keep up with the 
increased costs of refined fuels. This affects rural villages, Interior residents, Southcentral commuters, 
truckers and coastal fishermen. 

The state government is selling its royalty oil, 3 million barrels a month, to the highest bidder and 
adding $100 million dollars a week to its treasury. The government is being unjustly enriched while 
residents' bank accounts and wallets are being bled dry. There must be a corrective action for us to 
survive the winter heating season, as well as afford the climbing prices for all products shipped by truck, 
rail, marine or aviation. 

The royalty oil belongs to the people of the state, not the government. Alaskans are being stripped of 
their financial resources while the state government is rolling in money. We need to change the way our 
government thinks about its residents. 

Alaska law, AS 38.05. 1 82, "compels the Commissioner of Natural Resources to take oil and gas 
royalties in-kind (actually taking ownership and possession) unless he determines that taking royalty in- 
value (selling the crude and collecting the cash) is in the best interests of the state." 

The law, AS 38.05.1 83 (e), also describes how to determine the state's "best interests." The decision 
must be based on: "The cash value offered," "The projected effects of the sale on the economy of the 
state," "The projected benefits of refining or processing the oil in the state," and, "The ability of the 
prospective buyer to provide refined products to the citizens at competitive prices." 

Currently, the state is selling its royalty oil in-value, to the residents' detriment. The "projected effects 
of the sale on the economy of the state" need to be brought to the forefront. 

Unfortunately, few people in Juneau are willing to discuss the merits and benefits of taking royalty oil 
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in-kind. Simply, the state needs to take our royalty crude oil and provide it to in-state refineries at a 
lower price, after negotiating contracts under which the refineries pass those lower prices to all 
Alaskans. 

This action will allow us all time to explore alternate energy sources, conduct energy retro-fits to homes 
and businesses and procure more efficient transportation. It also will allow the private sector to put 
about $3 million dollars a day back into our economy, in lieu of putting its hard earned money into the 
state's overflowing treasury. 

Alaskans use about 800,000 gallons of gasoline and about 600,000 gallons of No. 2 diesel and heating 
oil per day, according to the latest information from the state Division of Oil and Gas Web site. 

This demand could be met with half the state's monthly allotment of royalty crude oil. The state will 
have plenty of surplus funds for irifrastructure, schools and roads, and ample funds for running the 
state's bureaucracy and adding to the Permanent Fund. 

The law required to do this is already exists. We just need our government to listen and act on it now. 

This plan is simple; it takes little additional administration to implement, and it is fair to every Alaskan, 
no matter what their occupation is or their location in the state. We have already seen how the trickle up 
(or down) effect works. It is quite obvious that if we lower the fuel expense, then other goods and 
services price reductions will follow. 

We all know we need to change our oil usage and learn to conserve energy of all kinds but having the 
citizens paying the state almost $1 billion a year in additional fuel expense is not in the "best interests" 
of Alaskans. It is merely an undeclared tax on the people and the economy. 

There are other plans, such as the state giving away extra checks, or the state paying for one half of 
residents' fuel oil bills. The check giveaway plan ($1,200) involves residents paying taxes to the federal 
government to the tune of $200 million (which should stay in the state) and that plan does nothing to 
help heat our schools, hospitals or businesses. 

If you live in Iowa, you should be able to buy cheap corn. If you live in Texas, you should be able to 
buy cheap beef. And, if you live in Alaska, you should be able to buy cheap fuel. 

Call your legislators and the governor now and demand their support of royalty oil in-kind for all of 
Alaska. Juneau should work for us; we do not work for them. It is past time that Juneau understands this 
philosophy. 

Time is of the essence; we cannot afford to wait any longer.

Per the article below from the Congressional Quarterly, the Republican platform committee has rejected a 
proposal to support oil development in the coastal plain of ANWR. However, the Committee did include 
language opposing permanent withdrawal of the coastal plain from leasing and rejected an effort to restrict oil 
exports from new leases. 

Regarding ANWR, the Committee's decision to remain silent on support for coastal plain development leaves the 
final determination squarely with Senator McCain. So, nothing has changed from our prior communications on 
this subject.

GOP Platform Writers Reject Drilling In Alaska Refuge 
By Kathleen Hunter, CQ Staff 

MINNEAPOLIS - Republican platform writers beat back an insurgent attempt Wednesday to endorse drilling in 
the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge amid concerns that such a move could undercut John McCain's effort to win 
the White House in November. 

The 112-member GOP platform-writing committee is hammering out the party's policy blueprint here in advance 
of next week's Republican National Convention in neighboring St Paul. 

Unlike President Bush and most of the Republican base, McCain, the senior senator from Arizona, does not 
support ANWR drilling, although he has left open the possibility of reconsidering that view in the future. 

In an effort to avoid a rift with the presumptive nominee, the draft proposal unveiled Tuesday called for 
"accelerated exploration, drilling and development in America, from new oil fields off the nation's coasts to 
onshore fields such as those in Montana, North Dakota and Alaska" but was silent on the specific issue of 
ANWR. 

Platform committee member David Boyle of Alaska proposed adding language that would explicitly include 
drilling In ANWR, saying the Issue enjoyed broad support, was very important to voters and should be addressed 
in the platform. Boyle pointed out that he has ties to the McCain campaign - he is listed as the Alaska contact on 
the campaign's Web site - but said the issue was too Important to ignore in the platform. 

Backers of Boyle's amendment argued that it would translate into support for Republicans across the country. 

"I dont believe that there is a stronger way to support our candidate than to support what our people want," 
said platform member Cathie Adams, of Texas. "This has become the number one issue in this campaign ... I 
think this is a very positive move . . . one that would bring people to the party and to our candidate." 

Opponents countered that inserting the language would do more harm than good, saying it would undermine 
McCain, who, they pointed out, recently came around to supporting increased drilling in the outer continental 
shelf. They also pointed out that the underlying language was carefully drafted to avoid embarrassing McCain, 
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while at the same time not precluding drilling in ANWR, which many said they supported. 

"The goal is to not have this serve as a lightning rod," said Terry Strlne of Delaware, a member of the platform 
committee's energy and environment subcommittee, which debated for more than four hours Tuesday. 

This will bring difficulties and challenges for John McCain and none of us want to do that/ Strine added. 

Others echoed that concern. 

"We have a nominee for the party who is entitled to a platform he can run on, and we should not create 
unnecessary conflicts between the nominee and the platform," said James Bopp of Indiana. 

Platform members said they were confident that McCain, if elected, eventually would be convinced to support 
drilling In a 2,000-acre coastal plain section of ANWR. 

"We are blessed with a candidate who actually thinks and is capable of changing his position when he receives 
new data," said Jeff Grossman of Oregon. "We know that president McCain will eventually come around to our 
position- but he's not there yet" 

Some platform members said it was Important to call for ANWR drilling in the platform to send a message to 
McCain. 

"To let him know how strong the sentiment is on this issue, we do him a service, not a disservice," said Sandra 
McDade of Louisiana. 

This is an accountability tool, and we're accountable to our base and to the people who sent us here," said 
Kendal Unruh of Colorado. 

The platform-committee did accept a proposal, offered by Kim Skipper of Alaska, that would oppose efforts to 
permanently block access to ANWR, a move that panel members viewed as a viable compromise for now. 

"President McCain will be in a much better position to get this accomplished than Senator McCain," said Mike 
Fair of South Carolina. 

Republicans hailed rejection of the proposal as a sign that members of the party were willing to put aside their 
own views to avofd crossing McCain. 

'That shows the support that Senator McCain has In this room," said Trey Grayson of Kentucky, who co-chaired 
the environment subcommittee. That's a real sign of unity. If s not lip service. That" s action." 

With less Internal disagreement, the platform committee also rejected a proposal to discourage the export of oil 
and gas garnered from any new leases. 

Opponents were concerned that the amendment would force McCain to take an anti-free-trade stance prior to 
the election. Mississippi Gov. Hatey Barbour said the proposal ran counter to the open-market, free-trade 
positions Republicans outlined in the economic portion of their platform. Barbour Is chairman of the platform- 
writing panel's economic subcommittee, which spelled out a policy of lower taxes, decreased regulation and 
smaller government. The panel approved that portion of the platform Tuesday.

Dear Governor Schwarzenegger: 

I am writing to join Governor Lingle of Hawaii in urging you not to sign Senate Bill 974. 
This legislation would impose a $30 fee per 20 foot equivalent fox shipping containers, (Many 
shipping containers are 40 feet long, so the fee or tax would double to $60.) As I understand it, the 
fee would apply to all shipping containers processed through the main ports in California (Long 
Beach, Los Angeles and Oakland). 

1 have previously written to Governor Gregoire of Washington in opposition to a similar 
container tax the Washington Legislature considered in 2007. The Alaska Legislature also passed a 
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resolution opposing that bill. I have enclosed a copy of that resolution. 

Enactment of Senate Bill 974 will have negative impacts on both Alaska and California. For 
Alaskans, a very large percentage of goods (90 percent or more) shipped to Alaska arrive as 
marine cargo in a container. Many communities lack road access and depend entirely on the 
shipment of goods by container. Shipping costs have increased significantly with the rising price 
of fuel and these higher costs are quickly passed onto Alaskans. This tax makes the situation 
worse. 

Similarly, the tax may harm California by driving port business away from its ports. New 
port developments such as the one in Prince Rupert, B.C., Canada, could become attractive to 
shippers. 

I respectfully request due consideration be given to our state and that you not sign Senate 
Bill 974.

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A Short Explanation of the Law on Gubernatorial Succession 

For Immediate Release: 
August 29, 2008 

The Department of Law has received a number of press inquiries on how the Alaska constitution 
and state statutes address what might happen if Governor Sarah Palin was elected Vice 
President, and if Lieutenant Governor Sean Parnell was elected to the U.S. House of 
Representatives in the upcoming November 2008 election. Here is a brief explanation. 

If, in the November election, Lieutenant Governor Parnell is elected to Congress and Governor 
Palin is elected Vice President, and both remain in their current state offices until they assume 
those federal offices, the following would occur: 

• At noon on January 3, 2009, Lieutenant Governor Parnell would become Alaska's U.S. 
Representative. 

• Once Lieutenant Governor Parnell left his state office, the designated successor to the 
lieutenant governor - currently Attorney General Talis Colberg - would become 
lieutenant governor. Governor Palin would then designate another person to succeed to 
the office of lieutenant governor in the event of a subsequent vacancy in that office. That 
designation would be subject to legislative confirmation. 

• At noon on January 20, 2009, Governor Palin would become Vice President. The person 
who succeeded Lieutenant Governor Parnell as lieutenant governor (Attorney General 
Colberg) would then become acting governor, pending a special election. The special 
election would be held no earlier than March 21, 2009, and no later than April 20, 2009. 

No special election for governor and lieutenant governor would be necessary unless both 
Governor Palin and Lieutenant Governor Parnell won federal office and left their state offices 
before the end of their current terms. So if Attorney General Colberg became the acting 
governor through succession, there would be a special election to fill the office of governor and 
the office of lieutenant governor. But if Lieutenant Governor Parnell became governor through 
succession and remained in that office until the end of the current term, there would be no 
special election to fill either office.

A Short Explanation of the Law on Gubernatorial Succession

The Department of Law has received a number of press inquiries on how the Alaska constitution 
and state statutes address what might happen if Governor Sarah Palin was elected Vice 
President, and if Lieutenant Governor Sean Parnell was elected to the U.S. House of 
Representatives in the upcoming November 2008 election. Here is a brief explanation. 
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If, in the November election, Lieutenant Governor Parnell is elected to Congress and Governor 
Palin is elected Vice President, and both remain in their current state offices until they assume 
those federal offices, the following would occur: 

• At noon on January 3, 2009, Lieutenant Governor Parnell would become Alaska's U.S. 
Representative. 

• Once Lieutenant Governor Parnell left his state office, the designated successor to the 
lieutenant governor - currently Attorney General Talis Colberg - would become 
lieutenant governor. Governor Palin would then designate another person to succeed to 
the office of lieutenant governor in the event of a subsequent vacancy in that office. That 
designation would be subject to legislative confirmation. 

• At noon on January 20, 2009, Governor Palin would become Vice President. The person 
who succeeded Lieutenant Governor Parnell as lieutenant governor (Attorney General 
Colberg) would then become acting governor, pending a special election. The special 
election would be held no earlier than March 21, 2009, and no later than April 20, 2009. 

No special election for governor and lieutenant governor would be necessary unless both 
Governor Palin and Lieutenant Governor Parnell won federal office and left their state offices 
before the end of their current terms. So if Attorney General Colberg became the acting 
governor through succession, there would be a special election to fill the office of governor and 
the office of lieutenant governor. But if Lieutenant Governor Parnell became governor through 
succession and remained in that office until the end of the current term, there would be no 
special election to fill either office.

1 have many wonderful memories, including flying low over the arctic's 
snow-covered tundra in our ski-equipped Supercub, counting and 
capturing mountain goats in the rugged mountains of Southeast Alaska, 
radio-collaring and studying brown bears and wolves, stalking Dall sheep, 
mountain goats and caribou with my wife and sons, flying to remote rivers 
to fish for lunker char, and boating along Southeast Alaska's rugged and 
beautiful coastline. 

Q: What was your least favorite job and/or experience? 

While working in Ketchikan during the mid '90s, I was faced with the 
problem of numerous black bears moving into the community in search of 
food after the closure of the local landfill. Although I was able to relocate 
more than 50 bears off Revilla Island with the help of Ketchikan Pulp 
Company helicopters and pilots, 1 also had to dispatch several bears. 
Though necessary, t found this very distasteful. As a result, 1 became a 
crusader for properly and responsibly handling human refuse in and 
around communities. 

Q: What do you do for Fish and Game? 

I now serve as the director of the Division of Wildlife Conservation. My job 
involves overseeing tine division's management and research activities, 
along with personnel and budgeting details. The division has just over 200 
employees, and if s a pleasure and honor to work alongside some of the 
most hard working and dedicated people in state government 

q: Why is predator control used in Alaska? 

Wild game is an important source of meat for many Alaskans throughout 
the state. Not only is it less expensive than store-bought meat in many 
instances, but many people prefer the taste and the fact that it is organic 
and unaffected by additives. Recognizing this, the Alaska Legislature and 
the Board of Game created laws and regulations to manage some 
specifically identified populations of moose, caribou and deer for high 
levels of human consumptive use. in instances where these identified 
populations are at lower levels than available habitat can support and 
where predators are determined to be the cause of the low numbers, 
control efforts are implemented to reduce the numbers of predators. 
Temporarily reducing numbers of predators allow more moose, caribou 
and deer to survive and reproduce, thereby enabling populations to 
increase. Higher numbers of these species allow for higher levels of 
human harvests. 



o: What happens if predators are not controlled? 

Predator and prey populations can and do self-regulate, and predator 
control efforts are often not necessary or desired. In some instances, 
however, both predators and prey may exist at low densities. Failing to 
Serving Alaska reduce the numbers of predators in such instances can result in 

persistently low numbers. If these areas coincide with those where 
determinations have been made to provide for high levels of human 
consumptive use of moose, caribou or deer, failure to control predators will 
prevent this objective from being achieved. Currently, predator control is 
allowed on slightly less than 10 percent of Alaska's land mass.

a What is the difference between predator control and hunting? 

Hunting is a common and long-accepted activity in Alaska and elsewhere 
in the world. It involves "fair chase," whereby hunters are expected to use 
stealth and woodsmanship to stalk and harvest animals, and animals are 
afforded a reasonable chance of avoiding detection. Predator control, on 
the other hand, does not involve "fair chase." The objective is to locate and 
kill targeted numbers of predators as quickly and humanely as possible. 
This can involve the use of techniques forbidden under hunting practices, 
such as shooting from aircraft or landing an aircraft and then shooting.

q: What other programs are critical to protecting Alaska wildlife? 

The Division of Wildlife Conservation undertakes a number of programs as 
part of its management and conservation efforts. These include aerial and 
ground-based surveys to assess the status of predator and prey 
populations across the state, and research studies to learn about the 
movement patterns, reproductive capabilities, feeding habits, and habitat 
use and needs of various species and populations. Wildlife education 
programs and materials are important for providing information to 
interested members of the public, and administering and monitoring 
hunting seasons, hunters and harvests are important for ensuring long- 
term sustainability of wildlife populations. Additionally, enforcement efforts 
by the Department of Public Safety's Alaska Wildlife Troopers are critically 
important for ensuring adherence to established hunting seasons and bag 
limits.

August 29, 2008, Dayton, Ohio - Governor Sarah Palin today appointed Kodiak Superior Court 
Judge Joel H. Bolger to fill the vacancy on the Alaska Court of Appeals created by the retirement of 
Justice David C. Stewart. 

Bolger, 53, has lived in Alaska for 28 years and practiced law for 30 years. He worked for Alaska 
Legal Services in Dillingham and Kodiak, as assistant public defender in Barrow, and as a private 
attorney fn Kodiak from 1982-97, which Included 14 years as municipal attorney for the Kodiak 
Island Borough. He then served as a Valdez District Court judge from 1997-2003, and has been a 
Kodiak Superior Court judge since 2003. He received a bachelor's degree in economics from the 
University of Iowa in 1976, and a law degree from its College of Law in 1978. 

"Judge Bolger dearly has the experience necessary to be an exceptional appeals court judge," 
Governor Palin said. "His work as a trial attorney In rural Alaska, combined with his work as a 
judge at the district and superior court levels, has made him a seasoned, knowledgeable and 
thoughtful judge who will continue to provide exemplary service to Alaska in his new position." 
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The Alaska Court of Appeals is a three-member judicial panel established in 1980 with jurisdiction 
to hear appeals in cases involving criminal prosecutions, juvenile delinquency, extradition, habeas 
corpus, post-conviction relief, probation and parole, bail, and the lenience or excessiveness of 
sentences. 

In accordance with the Alaska Constitution, Governor Palin filled the Appeals Court vacancy by 
selecting Bolger within 45 days receiving the list of the applicants nominated by the Judicial Council 
to fill the vacancy created by Stewart's retirement, which will be effective on September 23. 

Bolger will be subject to voter approval in the 2012 statewide general election, and in statewide 
elections every eight years thereafter.

Spanish Fort pastor focuses book on preaching

A recent book on preaching is attracting the interest of laypeople and deacons as well as men 
who feel called to the gospel ministry, according to its author, Alabama-native Franklin L. 
Kirksey, pastor of First Baptist Church, Spanish Fort. 

"Sound Biblical Preaching: Giving the Bible a Voice" was originally envisioned as a guide to 
those feeling a call to ministry, but that ended up being just a starting point, Kirksey said. 

"The ministry is difficult and many are giving up on it after the first few difficult situations," he 
said. "This book was written to encourage the young pastor who is starting out, the older 
pastor who is burning out and everyone in between." 
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In addition, deacons and laypeople who read the book gain an understanding of God's 
demands on their pastors and the need to sit under biblical preaching, Kirksey said. 

The self-published 174-page book is concisely divided into three parts: accepting God's call to 
preach, affirming God's cad to preach and apprehending God's call to preach. 

In "Sound Biblical Preaching," Kirksey writes about the desire to preach, decision to become a 
preacher and delight of preaching. 

The devotion, dedication and determination of the preacher are covered in the second stage of 
the book. 

In the third, Kirksey moves to the definition and description of biblical preaching and the 
development and delivery of sound biblical sermons. 

"Dr. Kirksey, by his extensive research, has accumulated a great deal of godly wisdom in his 
book ... gleaned from a large number of godly men of considerable experience," wrote Major 
W. Ian Thomas, a ministry leader in England, in the book's preface. 

"The basic premise is that when God calls, you need to answer," Kirksey said. 

"When God has truly called, that's what you need to hold onto in tough times," he said. "I have 
illustrations and quotations from great men; (Arkansas) Governor Mike Huckabee says the 
quotations are worth the price of the book." 

Kirksey wrote the book in 2000 and during the following year gathered at least 30 
endorsements for it that fill the first nine pages. 

It was published in 2004 through BookSurge Publishing of North Charleston, S.C. 

The fate Stephen Olford, acclaimed preaching instructor from Memphis, Tenn., had this to say 
in the book's foreword: "Dr. Kirksey has surveyed the best evangelical gardens and picked 
some of the best flowers on the subject of preaching. 

"Preaching has always been the minister's greatest opportunity and responsibility. ... When 
preaching has been dynamic, the church has been strong; where it has been insipid, the 
church has been weak." 

James W. Bryant of Criswell College in Dallas wrote that the strongest portion of the book is its 
third section, and the best material — development and delivery of sound biblical sermons — 
is found in the last two chapters. 

"In this brief but powerful book, Dr. Franklin Kirksey fleshes out what sound biblical preaching 
means for the life of the church today," wrote Timothy George, dean of Beeson Divinity School 
at Samford University. 

The development of a writing ministry emerged gradually in Kirksey's life and first blossomed 
in 1987 with a pastor's column in a local newspaper. Since then, he has penned four gospel 
tracts, numerous items in Pulpit Helps magazine and LifeWay Christian Resources 
publications, among other things. 
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"The first step to beginning a writing ministry is prayer," Kirksey said. "If you sense the Lord's 
leadership to pursue a writing ministry, be willing to start small. The prophet Zechariah warns: 
'Do not despise the day of small beginnings."' 

Gather the appropriate tools, he added. These might include a Bible, dictionary and thesaurus, 
as well as books on grammar and word usage. "When God places the desire to write within 
your heart, He will work in and through you for His glory," Kirksey said. 

White still promoting "Sound Biblical Preaching," Kirksey already is gathering material for his 
second book, which will be on the topic of revivals. It's a book Olford asked him to write, he 
said. 

"Why do I write? It's a passion and a burden and expansion of the ministry God has given me," 
Kirksey said. "Every time you see the Lord work, you're filled with wonder and awe."

Why the left is scared to death of McCain's running mate.

A spectre is haunting the liberal elites of New York and Washington—the spectre of a young, attractive, 
unapologetic conservatism, rising out of the American countryside, free of the taint (fair or unfair) of the 
Bush administration and the recent Republican Congress, able to invigorate a McCain administration 
and to govern beyond it. 
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That spectre has a name-Sarah Palin, the 44-year-old governor of Alaska chosen by John McCain on 
Friday to be his running mate. There she is: a working woman who's a proud wife and mother; a 
traditionalist in important matters who's broken through all kinds of barriers; a reformer who's a 
Republican; a challenger of a corrupt good-old-boy establishment who's a conservative; a successful 
woman whose life is unapologetically grounded in religious belief; a lady who's a leader. 

So what we will see in the next days and weeks— what we have already seen in the hours after her 
nomination-is an effort by all the powers of the old liberalism, both in the Democratic party and the 
mainstream media, to exorcise this spectre. They will ridicule her and patronize her. They will distort 
her words and caricature her biography. They will appeal, sometimes explicitly, to anti-small town and 
anti-religious prejudice. All of this will be in the cause of trying to prevent the American people from 
arriving at their own judgment of Sarah Palin. 

That's why Palin's spectacular performance in her introduction in Dayton was so important. Her remarks 
were cogent and compelling. Her presentation of herself was shrewd and savvy. I heard from many who 
watched Palin— many of them not predisposed to support her— about how moved they were by her 
remarks, her composure, and her story. She will have a chance to shine again Wednesday night at the 
Republican convention. 

But before and after that, she'll be swimming in political waters infested with sharks. Her nickname 
when she was the starting point guard on an Alaska high school championship basketball team was 
"Sarah Barracuda." I suspect she'll take care of herself better than many expect. 

But the McCain campaign can help. The choice of Palin was McCain's own. Many of his staff expected, 
and favored, other more conventional candidates. The campaign may be tempted to overreact when one 
rash sentence or foolish comment by Palin from 10 or 1 5 years ago is dragged up by Democratic 
opposition research and magnified by a credulous and complicit media. 

The McCain campaign will have to keep its cool. It will have to provide facts and context, and to hit 
back where appropriate. But it cannot become obsessed with playing defense. It should allow Palin to 
deal with the charges directly and resist the temptation to try to shield her from the media. Palin is 
potentially a huge asset to McCain. He took the gamble- wisely, we thiok-of putting her on the ticket. 
McCain's choice of Palin was McCain being McCain. Now his campaign will have to let Palin be Palin. 

There will be rocky moments. But they will fade if the McCain campaign lets Palin's journey take its 
natural course over the next two months. Millions of Americans—mostly but not only women, mostly 
but not only Republicans and conservatives-seemed to get a sense of energy and enjoyment and pride, 
not just from her nomination, but especially from her smashing opening performance. Palin will be a 
compelling and mold-breaking example for lots of Americans who are told every day that to be even a 
bit conservative or Christian or old-fashioned is bad form. In this respect, Palin can become an 
inspirational figure and powerful symbol. The left senses this, which is why they want to discredit her 
quickly. 

A key moment for Palin will be the vice presidential debate, to be held at Washington University in St 
Louis on October 2. One liberal commentator-a former U.S. ambassador and not normally an 
unabashed vulgarian— licked his chops Friday afternoon: "To steal an old adage of former Secretary of 
State James Baker Au8201 ?\u8201 ?.\u820I 7\u8201 ?. putting Sarah Palin into a debate with Joe Biden 
is going to be like throwing Howdy Doody into a knife fight!" 

Charming. And if Palin holds her own against Biden, as she is fully capable of doing? McCain will then 
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have succeeded in combining with his own huge advantage in experience and judgment, a politician of 

great promise in his vice presidential slot who will make Joe Biden look like a tiresome relic. McCain's 1 

willingness to take a chance on Palin could turn what looked, after Obama's impressive speech Thursday 

night in Denver, like a long two months for Republicans and conservatives, into a campaign of 

excitement and-dare we say it?~hope, which will culminate on November 4 in victory.

Its very difficult to explain in an email everything that transpired during the Governor's announcement for V.P. I 
got a call at 6:00 am from the D.C. office that the Governor's Office website might be down due to the 
announcement on C.N.N. I got to the office shortly after 7:00 and the server appeared to be stable but, the pages 
were loading slowly.

While the servers over at ETS where 
publishing the Governor's bio we built another server in our office that would take the hits before the Governor's 
web server so that it would cache the pages which means it wouldn't hit our server everytlme it could grab what 
was in memory. We worked on that until 1 1 :00 that night We then came back the next day and redirected the 
www,g py,state.ak.us back to our server and have been monitoring it to see if it can handle the load which we 
think will get hit even harder come Tuesday morning. Peter will continue to work on the site to convert all the 
PHP code back to HTML so that all links will work. Remember when Florida servers had a melt down because of 
the Election we had the same for the State of Alaska with the announcement Many departments sard there 
pages aiso got hit harder. This was big news and most servers aren't built to handle that kind of volume. We bid 
everything we could to get it back as fast as we possible could. I'll make some calls tonight to fix that link or see if 
we can even post it on the page so that we don't even have even have it like that anymore.

Attached please find a follow up letter which questions the actions of ADF&G relative to emergency order 2-SS-2- 
26-2008. I have not heard back from anyone on this question, which I thought was fairly straight forward. I 
assumed you both received it. 

In any event, I feel there are serious and substantial questions about ADF&G use of emergency order authority 
that need answering. 1 would hope that you will respond to this inquiry in a timely manner. 

If there are corrections to existing regulations to improve management then they should be submitted. However, 
the Board Fisheries in regulation 5 AAC 75.003 was ,in my opinion, trying to balance the increased fishing 
opportunity question with escapement goal management and conservation. 

Therefore, ADF&G should be following the regulations and asking for changes where changes are appropriate. 
Since ADF&G submitted no request for change to 5 AAC 60.170 ( Little Susitna River Coho Salmon Management 
Plan) they must have felt comfortable with the existing SEG goal. It would appear that ADF&G also felt that 
higher escapements than the SEG would and could take place and would further refine the goal to a BEG. If this 
was not the case then asking for higher bag and possession limits in the management plan would have been 
consistent with 5 AAC 75. 003. 

As a technical note, the emergency order 2-SS-2-26-2008 if legal, which I question, also should have modified the 
management plan 5 AAC 60,170 since the limitation on bag and possession limits was modified. The emergency 
order only references 5 AAC 60.120 which puts it in conflict with the management plan regulation. 

I look forward to your joint response to my questions in the attached letter. If you decide not to respond to the 
questions please inform me of that decision.

Dear Mr. Nelson, 

On Thursday, August 14, 2008 the Alaska Department of Fish and Game (ADF&G) issued Emergency Order 2- 
ss-2-26-08 which raised the bag and possession limit for coho salmon in the Little Susitna River from two to 
three. 

In the past I have questioned what authority ADF&G has to increase bag and possession limits when an 
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existing management plan does not contain the option for increasing said bag limits. 

Regulation 5 AAC 75.003 states that an emergency order may not supersede bag and possession limits or 
methods and means established in regulatory management plans established by the Board of Fisheries. 

The above referenced emergency order does just that. Regulation 5 AAC 60.170 Little Susitna River Coho 
Salmon Management Plan limits the bag and possession limit to two fish with no option stated in regulation to 
change it. 

Therefore, it appears that ADF&G has no authority to take such action via emergency order. They may, under 
my understanding, do so by emergency regulation. 

Further, at the Upper Cook Inlet Board of Fisheries meeting in February 2008 the ADF&G submitted proposal 
206 to allow them to alter bag and possession limits in the Kenai River sockeye salmon fishery and they noted 
in public testimony and via RC 2 that regulation 75.003 was limiting their emergency order authority. The Board 
of Fisheries agreed and altered the Kenai River sockeye salmon management plan to allow more flexibility 
relative to bag and possession limits in the Kenai River. 

Therefore, it appears ADF&G is fully aware of the limitations of 75.003 arid yet they continue this season to not 
follow the regulation. I have questioned ADF&G directly numerous times where they may have been in 
violation of 75.003 and they cite they have talked with law about this and they are confident they have the legal 
authority to change bag and possession limits via emergency order authority, even with an existing 
management plan limits that authority. 

Of course that is in conflict with their own position at the Board of Fisheries meeting on Kenai River sockeye 
salmon. 

At this point I would like you or someone in the law department to respond in writing as to what authority ADF&G 
has in regulation or statue to override regulation 5 AAC 75.003 relative to bag and possession limit alteration 
when an existing management plan prohibits such actions. 

I would also like to note I am not questioning the rationale for the emergency order at this time just the authority. 

Thank you for your time on this matter. I took forward to your response.

Attached please find a follow up letter which questions the actions of ADF&G relative to emergency order 2-SS-2- 
26-2008. I have not heard back from anyone on this question, which I thought was fairly straight forward. I 
assumed you both received it. 

In any event, I feel there are serious and substantial questions about ADF&G use of emergency order authority 
that need answering, t would hope that you will respond to this inquiry in a timely manner. 

If there are corrections to existing regulations to improve management then they should be submitted. However, 
the Board Fisheries in regulation 5 AAC 75.003 was ,in my opinion, trying to balance the increased fishing 
opportunity question with escapement goat management and conservation. 

Therefore, ADF&G should be following the regulations and asking for changes where changes are appropriate. 
Since ADF&G submitted no request for change to 5 AAC 60.170 ( Little Susrtna River Coho Salmon Management 
Plan) they must have felt comfortable with the existing SEG goal. It would appear that ADF&G also felt that 
higher escapements than the SEG would and could take place and would further refine the goal to a BEG. If this 
was not the case then asking for higher bag and possession limits in the management plan would have been 
consistent with 5 AAC 75. 003. 

As a technical note, the emergency order 2-SS-2-26-2008 if legal, which 1 question, also should have modified the 
management plan 5 AAC 60.170 since the limitation on bag and possession limits was modified. The emergency 
order only references 5 AAC 60.120 which puts it in conflict with the management plan regulation. 

I look forward to your joint response to my questions in the attached letter. If you decide not to respond to the 
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questions please inform me of that decision.

On Thursday, August 14, 2008 the Alaska Department of Fish and Game (ADF&G) issued Emergency Order 2- 

ss-2-26-08 which raised the bag and possession limit for coho salmon in the Little Susitna River from two to 

three. } 

In the past I have questioned what authority ADF&G has to increase bag and possession limits when an 

existing management plan does not contain the option for increasing said bag limits. ; 

Regulation 5 AAC 75.003 states that an emergency order may not supersede bag and possession limits or 
methods and means established in regulatory management plans established by the Board of Fisheries. 

The above referenced emergency order does just that. Regulation 5 AAC 60. 170 Little Susitna River Coho 

Salmon Management Plan limits the bag and possession limit to two fish with no option stated in regulation to 

change it. \ 

Therefore, it appears that ADF&G has no authority to take such action via emergency order. They may, under ? 
my understanding, do so by emergency regulation. j 

Further, at the Upper Cook Inlet Board of Fisheries meeting in February 2008 the ADF&G submitted proposal 
206 to allow them to alter bag and possession limits in the Kenai River sockeye salmon fishery and they noted 
in public testimony and via RC 2 that regulation 75.003 was limiting their emergency order authority. The Board 
of Fisheries agreed and altered the Kenai River sockeye salmon management plan to allow more flexibility 
relative to bag and possession limits in the Kenai River. 

Therefore, it appears ADF&G is fully aware of the (imitations of 75.003 and yet they continue this season to not s 
follow the regulatioa I have questioned ADF&G directly numerous times where they may have been in L; 
violation of 75.003 and they cite they have talked with law about this and they are confident they have the legal 
authority to change bag and possession limits via emergency order authority, even with an existing i 
management plan limits that authority. \ 

Of course that is in conflict with their own position at the Board of Fisheries meeting on Kenai River sockeye 
salmon. 



At this point f would like you or someone in the law department to respond in writing as to what authority 
ADF&G has in regulation or statue to override regulation 5 AAC 75.003 relative to bag and possession limit 
alteration when an existing management plan prohibits such actions.

NCLB UPDATE 

As school gets underway, Secretary Spellings continues to offer states the opportunity for greater flexibility 
under the No Child Left Behind Act. Earlier this month, she reopened the differentiated accountability pilot 
program (http://www.ed. gov/aclmins/lead/account/differ en tiatedaccountability/) . More recendy, with a 
letter to Chief State School Officers (http: / /www.ed.gov/policy /gen/ guid / secletter / 08081 8.html) . she 
again invited states to submit proposals that incorporate a measure of individual student growth into their 
current accountability system. "I view growth models as a key component of a common-sense approach to 
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implementing No Child Left Behind? she said. "Growth models. . .create a more mianced accountability 
system, while still adhering to the goal of 100% proficiency by 2013-14." So far, 11 states have been 
approved to implement their models under the pilot program. Proposals are due by October 15. 
Department officials will conduct an initial review of each proposal to make sure the growth model meets 
seven core principles and the state is making progress in specific areas. If they have any tjuestions regarding 
a state's proposal, they will contact the state by October 24 and request the state respond by November 7. 
Then, those proposals determined to have met requirements will be forwarded to a team of peer reviewers, 
who will meet by early December. The Secretary anticipates reaching a final decision later in December.

Concerning states, a new report from the National Center for Education Statistics (NCES), "Public School 
Graduates and Dropouts from the Common Core of Data: School Year 2005-06," presents the number of 
high school graduates, the Averaged Freshman Graduation Rate (AFGR), and dropout data for grades 9-12, 
Across 48 reporting states, a total of 2,649,001 public school students received a high school diploma in 
2005-06, resulting in an AFGR of 73.4%. However, the AFGR ranged drastically; 1 4 states had rates of 
8Q% or higher, while 10 states had rates below 70%. Similarly, the AFGR was much higher for 
Asian/Pacific Islander (89.6%) and white, non-Hispanic (80.6%) students than American Indian/Alaska 
Native (61 .8%), Hispanic (61.4%), and black, non-Hispanic (59. 1 %) students. On the other end of the 
spectrum, once more across 48 reporting states, 579,000 public school students dropped out in 2005-06, 
resulting in an "event" dropout rate of 4%. Twelve states had dropout rates of less than 3%, while six states 
had rates of more than 6%. (Among those states for which comparisons could be made between 2002-03 
and 2005-06, the event dropout rate increased for 27 states and decreased for 21 states.) American 
Indian/ Alaska Native students had the highest dropout rate at 7.4%, foDowed by black (6.1%), Hispanic 
(6.0%), white (2.7%), and Asian/Pacific Islander (2.4%) students. FOR MORE INFORMATION, 
PLEASE GO TO http: //nces.ed.gov /pubsearch /pubsinfo.asp?pubid=20083 53 .

HIGHER EDUCATION OPPORTUNITY ACT 

On August 14, President Bush signed into law the Higher Education Opportunity Act (HEOA), reauthorizing 
the original Higher Education Act (HEA). The legislation covers most of the programs administered by the 
Department's Office of Postsecondary Education (OPE) and Office of Federal Student Aid (FSA). f 
Therefore, OPE has dedicated a new web site (http://www.ed.gov/ pohcy/highered/Ieg/hea08/) . with ; 
information on the Department's implementation of the HEOA. Some updates: 

• Dear Colleague Letter. The agency will be publishing a letter with a summary of each provision of 
the HEOA. However, affected parties are responsible for taking the steps necessary to comply by the 

effective dates established by the law. The provisions were effective upon enactment, unless : 
otherwise indicated. 

• Negotiated Rulemaking. The agency will soon start the negotiated rulemaking process for parts of \ 
the HEOA. Negotiated rulemaking is required for the development of all regulations implementing j 
statutory changes to Title IV of the HEA. Moreover, Section 201 of the HEOA added a provision to 

Section 207(c) of the HEA requiring negotiated rulemaking for any regulations the Secretary develops 
under amended Section 207(b)(2) of the HEA. This section prohibits a teacher preparation program 
that has had its eligibility terminated by the state from accepting or enrolling any student who receives 
Title IV aid. 

• Public Meetings. Starting next month, the agency will begin the negotiated rulemaking process by 
publishing a notice in the Federal Register announcing public meetings where parties can suggest issues 
related to the HEOA that should be considered for action by these rulemaking committees. (Of 
course, for anyone unable to attend a hearing, the Department will be accepting written comments.) 
Currently, the meetings will be held: 9/19 at Texas Christian University (Fort Worth, TX); 9/29 at the 
University of Rhode Island's Providence Campus; 10/2 at Pepperdine University (Malibu, CA); 10/6 
at Johnson C. Smith University (Charlotte, NQ; 10/8 at the U.S. Department of Education's K Street 
conference center (Washington, DC); and 10/15 at Cuyahoga Community College (Cleveland, OH). 
Additional information on these heatings will be posted as it becomes available.

SAT SCORES 
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Much lite the ACT scores detailed last issue, despite a record number of students taking the test — including 

a higher percentage (36%) of finst-geneiation students than 2007 and a substantial tate (40%) of minority I 

participation — the 2008 SAT national average composite score was 1 51 1 (on a scale of 600 to 2400), the 

same as last year's score. Average scores for all three sections of the test were also identical to 2007: 502 in v 

reading, 51 5 in math, and 494 in writing. (Each section has a minimum score of 200 and a maximum score 

of 800.) Females have narrowed the performance gap with males in reading, closing to within four points, 

and females outperform males on the writing test by 13 points. However, males still outperform females by 

33 points on the math test Meanwhile, according to multiple studies, writing has proven the most 

predictive section of the SAT for detetmining first-year college performance, both for all students and i

A Short Explanation of the Law on Gubernatorial Succession 

For Immediate Release: 
August 29, 2008 

The Department of Law has received a number of press inquiries on how the Alaska constitution 
and state statutes address what might happen if Governor Sarah Palin was elected Vice 
President, and if Lieutenant Governor Sean Parnell was elected to the U.S. House of 
Representatives in the upcoming November 2008 election. Here is a brief explanation. 

If, in the November election, Lieutenant Governor Parnell is elected to Congress and Governor 
Palin is elected Vice President, and both remain in their current state offices until they assume 
those federal offices, the following would occur: 

• At noon on January 3, 2009, Lieutenant Governor Parnell would become Alaska's U.S. 
Representative. 

• Once Lieutenant Governor Parnell left his state office, the designated successor to the 
lieutenant governor - currently Attorney General Talis Colberg — would become 
lieutenant governor. Governor Palin would then designate another person to succeed to 
the office of lieutenant governor in the event of a subsequent vacancy in that office. That 
designation would be subject to legislative confirmation. 

• At noon on January 20, 2009, Governor Palin would become Vice President. The person 
who succeeded Lieutenant Governor Parnell as lieutenant governor (Attorney General 
Colberg) would then become acting governor, pending a special election. The special 
election would be held no earlier than March 21, 2009, and no later than April 20, 2009. 

No special election for governor and lieutenant governor would be necessary unless both 
Governor Palin and Lieutenant Governor Parnell won federal office and left their state offices 
before the end of their current terms. So if Attorney General Colberg became the acting 
governor through succession, there would be a special election to fill the office of governor and 
the office of lieutenant governor. But if Lieutenant Governor Parnell became governor through 
succession and remained in that office until the end of the current term, there would be no 
special election to fill either office.

I work at Campbell Elementary School In my building alone three teachers (Sarah Hooker, Amanda Sparks 
and myself, Julie Grant) are waiting for their yellow cards to accept contracts from the Anchorage School 
District Our 18 days to teach in a classroom without certification is up on September 8. We have all 
experienced the same lack of customer service regarding phone calls and e-mails that have been ignored or 
answers that are non-responsive. Your department does not provide a free service to Alaska's teachers. In 
fact, a certificate costs about a day's salary. 

The three of us are frustrated and we feel helpless. Our lives are truly in limbo waiting for our "yellow 
cards." We are without job security, insurance and the rights of contracted teachers. 

I have had my certificate renewed before. It took two weeks. When I had questions regarding my 
application a representative helped me immediately by phone. The current situation of your department is 
so outrageous it deserves to be investigated. The hardship this has caused me and other teachers in my 
position is extreme. If this situation is not rectified to my satisfaction by Friday, September 5, 1 will contact 
an attorney to represent my interests as well as the news media, I now realize that I have teachers in my 
own building with the same issues. I'm quite certain with a little more investigating I will find a news 
worthy story to present to the local news media. With all eyes on Alaska's politics this isn't a good tune. 

Teachers are a valuable resource and they deserve to be treated with respect.

"It's all about serving people," Palin said Saturday in Ketchikan. 

"It's not about cronyism and the networks and the buying and selling of influence via special interests and big 

campaign fundraisers," she said. "I'm not into that. I'm not going to do that. That's not the way I'm j 

campaigning. That's not the way I will serve Alaskans as governor." 

Palin, 42, was visiting Ketchikan for the Blueberry Arts Festival, where she had campaign booth. 

It was Palin's first campaign stop in Ketchikan for the governor's race. She' d visited in 2002 while running 

for lieutenant governor in the Republican primary election, a five-candidate race that she lost to Loren Leman 

by a vote of 21,076 to 19,1 14 (29.3 percent to 26.2 percent). ; 

Although this is her second statewide campaign, Palin 's best known in Wasilla, where she served two terms ) 

on the Wasilla City Council and six years as the city's mayor. 

Wasilla has a "strong mayor" form of municipal government, meaning that the mayor serves as the 
municipality's manager. 

Palin said her accomplishments in that role included reducing property taxes every year she was in office; 

eliminating personal property taxes and attracting investment to Wasilla. i 
In 2003, Gov. Frank Minkowski appointed Palin and Alaska Republican Party Chair Randy Ruedrich to the j 
Alaska Oil and Gas Conservation Commission. Palin, who became chair of the commission, resigned in 2004 ; 
after finding that Ruedrich was conducting party business on state time. 

She also was involved in a formal ethics complaint against then-Attorney General Gregg Renkes, who later | 
resigned the post. 

"I haven't been hesitant to speak up and speak out when I see things amiss in the state administration, in the 
Republican Party," Palin told reporters Saturday in Ketchikan. "I haven't hesitated in speaking up for 

Alaskans, many of whom have expected me to do the right thing and not allow obsessive partisanship get in ■ 
the way of doing the right thing." ;) 
Palin talked with reporters about several issues of state and local interest, including the Minkowski k 
administration's proposed natural gas pipeline contract and changes to the state's oil production taxes. 

Palin said the state's overall goal should be a "mutually beneficial relationship" with the multinational oil * 
corporations. 

She noted that her husband, Todd Palin, has worked in oil production on the North Slope for 1 8 years. 
"I so appreciate and respect these multinational corporations' contributions to our state, both personally — my 
family's bread and butter — and as a regulator, understanding what the multinationals provide to the national 
economy and our state economy," she said. 

Palin said she understands that oil company shareholders require their executives to stay focused on the 

companies' bottom lines. > 
However, Alaska's CEO, the governor, has a constitutional mandate to look out for the state's people and not 
concede anything more than necessary to advance natural resource projects, she said. 
Palin believes the gas line contract and oil tax changes should be separate issues. 

Regarding oil production taxes, Palin said she prefers a simple system based on the gross value of a barrel of 
oil rather than the governor's proposed system of taxing the companies' net profits. 

"The problem ... with a production profits tax is, let the accounting games begin," Palin said. "We will have to 
create a bureaucracy to audit British Petroleum and ConocoPhillips and what they report to us as their 
expenses and their profits." 

Palin said she doesn't "have a lot of faith" in where the proposed natural gas pipeline contract is heading. She 
said Minkowski's proposal isn't an actual contract to build the pipeline, just the terms of an agreement so the 
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oil companies can study whether they might build a pipeline at some time in the future. 

She said the process toward a gas pipeline should involve entities competing for the right to tap the resource, i 
"We should have a competitive and flexible environment, considering all viable options for this gas line, 
instead of just negotiating (with) Exxon and British Petroleum,™ Palin said. 

Another problem she sees is that the proposed contract doesn't contain a guarantee that there will be in-state 
use of Alaska's gas. 

"We're looking at — and it's an abhorrent thought to me — importing natural gas as Alaska is sitting on some 
of the richest reserves on the globe," she said. "If we don't have a right to tap our own resources and fuel our 
homes, our businesses, our economy first ... then the deficiencies in this gas line contract or agreement are too 
great and we should not go forward with it." 

She acknowledged, however, that the Legislature could decide those issues within the next few days, long j 

before she would occupy the governor's chair. " 

"I understand if the legislators so choose, that will be what 1 have to work with," she said. 

Regarding her basic philosophy on general natural resource development issues, Palin said she adheres to the 

state constitution's requirement to maximize the benefits of resource development for the people of Alaska. 

She said she also understands the "significance and the importance of a clean, safe, sound environment." 

Maintaining that will allow Alaskans and Americans who are concerned about a "clean, healthy environment 

here" to support resource development in Alaska. 

"We need their support," she said. 



Support from other Americans and Alaskans is needed also to move forward 
with the proposed bridge between Revillagigedo and Gravina islands, she 
said. 

"People across the nation struggle with the idea of building a bridge because 
they've been under these misperceptions about the bridge and the purpose,-' 
said Palin, who described the link as the Ketchikan area's potential for 
expansion and growth. 

The Ketchikan community now needs to have a strong, unified effort to say 
whether it wants the bridge or not. 

"And if you want the thing, there needs to be good justification," she said. 
"There needs to be the reasonableness that the rest of Alaska and the rest of 
the United States wants to see." 

She said that reasonableness could include a compromise in design and cost, 
such as limiting the link to a single span instead of the two-span Revilla- 
Pennock-Gravina route. 

"It's pretty grandiose here, what is proposed," she said. 
Palin said Alaska's congressional delegation worked hard to obtain funding 
for the bridge as part of a package deal and that she "would not stand in the 
way of the progress toward that bridge." 

She said she's been reading a lot about the stalled Swan Lake-Tyee Lake electrical interne, and it sounds like 
the state and federal government are pointing fingers, with each entity not wanting to provide funding until the 
other one does. 

"With as much investment as has already gone into this project, if it's good for the consumer, then yes, we 

need to contribute to this basic infrastructure," she said. 

The interne would be a "backbone" to the region's economy, she said. 

Regarding Ballot Measure 2, part of which would create a state $50 per-passenger tax on cruise ship visitors, 
Palm said she sees both sides of the issue. 

Tourists use municipal infrastructure that is paid for by local property tax payers, and she'd like to see "all 
industries contribute to eventually lead to lower property taxes across Alaska," she said. 'On the other hand, 
inherently, I just don't like taxes." 

She said she'll be listening to the "mom-and pop" visitor businesses that cater to the independent travelers. 
"If they tell me they are adversely affected by this head tax, I don't support it," she said. "The multinational 
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corporations, those ships that are flagged in the Bahamas or other areas so they can escape the U.S. corporate 
income tax and all the other kind of other loopholes they fit into, I'm not as worried about them as I am about 
Alaskan-owned businesses," 

Palin said the state needs to get state politics out of the Alaska Marine Highway System to allow ferry users 

and the system's operators to cooperatively discuss the transportation needs of Southeast Alaska. 

The ferry system is Southeast's transportation system and il deserves respect, she said. 

"We have our roads in Southcentral Alaska, (and) we put a lot of resources toward improvements constantly in 

the road system," Palin said. "I think the ferry system deserves the same." 

Palin said she has supported building a road to Juneau for years, but doesn't believe the current "Juneau 
Access" proposal necessarily addresses the issue because it still requires a ferry ride. 
"I don't look at what's proposed as a road out of Juneau when it goes to an as-yet-tc-be-built ferry terminal," 
she said. 

Also, Palin said she has lots of concerns about the project's cost and maintenance issues. 
Palin added that she thinks Juneau already is "doing a wonderful job as a community in allowing and creating 
more access to the seat of government — and I would like to see the seat of government slay there in Juneau." 
Palin's husband has a limited entry permit for the commercial set gillnet fishery in Bristol Bay. 
Taking aim at the recent federal rationalization processes for Bering Sea/Aleutian Islands crab and now 
groundfish, Palin said she's a proponent of free enterprise and competition in the commercial fishing industry. 
"1 want fishermen and fishing communities to be able have much more of a say in where they are able to sell 
their fish," Palin said, noting crew job losses and the "processor share" aspect of the crab rationalization 
program. 

"We need to be ever vigilant on the proposals for the processor shares that take away a fisherman's right to 
sell to whomever they deem is the best buyer who will provide the best market for their products," she said. 
Standing up for all Alaskans is a central tenant of Palin's campaign, as is the concept of "positive change." 
Palin readily admits that some of her opponents in the GOP Republican primary election field of Frank 
Minkowski, John Binkley, Gerald Heikes and Merica Hlatcu have more political experience than she. 
But she said that during her earlier campaign for lieutenant governor, people were telling her, "all those years 
of experience don't necessarily lead to better public service. Maybe we do need new vision, new energy, new 
ideas." 

"That's what I had to offer then, and what 1 have to offer now " Palin said.

Palin says to band together

Sarah Palin believes Alaskans must start working together — avoiding excessive partisanship and regional 
divides — to advance a pro- Alaska agenda for building the infrastructure that the state needs to prosper. 
"Really banding together, defending one another, defending our regions when we're up against so much 
across the nation right now," Palin told local media Sept. 20 before the gubernatorial candidate forum in 
Ketchikan. 

Palin, a former mayor of Wasilla, is the Republican candidate for governor, facing Democrat Tony Knowles 
and independent candidate Andrew Halcro in the Nov. 7 general election. 

Her participation in the candidate forum marked her second campaign appearance in the Ketchikan; the first 
was during the Blueberry Arts Festival in early August before the GOP primary election in which she defeated 
Gov. Frank Murkowski and challenger John Binkley, 

After winning that election, said Palin, a lot of the early focus has been on fund-raising ("my least favorite part 
of the campaign")- 

But there've also been efforts to repair relationships within the state Republican party damaged during the 
contentious primary election. 

"There's still some fences there, I guess, to be mended, but my mission there is — even in Anchorage where 
the party headquarters and the party hierarchy are — focusing on uniting all Alaskans, not just those in the 
Republican party who may not want to get on the train and move forward with the candidate who maybe was 
not their chosen one," Palin said. 

In that regard, Palin said she's encouraged by what she's seen across the state during the campaign thus far. 
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Asked what issues she's hearing about from Southeast Alaskans, Palin said many residents here feel they've 

been ignored in some sense. ; 

"I'm hearing from a lot of Southeast residents who believe that maybe they haven 't been given their due 

respect," she said. "Part of my agenda is making sure that Southeast is heard. That your projects are important. 

That we go to bat for Southeast when we're up against federal influences that aren 't in the best interest of 

Southeast" 

She cited the widespread negative attention focused on the Gravina Island 
crossing project. 

"We need to come to the defense of Southeast Alaska when proposals are on | 

the table like the bridge and not allow the spinmeisters to turn this project 

or any other into something that's so negative," Palin said. 

The Gravina bridge proposal has been a priority of Govs. Frank 

Murkowski, Tony Knowles and previous governors as well as the Alaska 

Department of Transportation, said Palin. 

"There needs to be a link between Ketchikan and its future and its future 

opportunities and progress, opening up land in this area," she said. 

Palin said she was excited to see road construction projects under way in Ketchikan, which she views as a 
good sign of progress and recognition that infrastructure is necessary for economic opportunity. 
Her focus while in municipal government was on providing road, water and sewer infrastructure, she said. 
"Making sure that government plays the proper role in providing the tools for the private sector to grow and to 
progress," Palin said. 

She addressed large-scale infrastructure projects in Southeast Alaska such as the half-completed Swan Lake- 
Tyee Lake electrical intertie and the Juneau Access road. 

Palin said she still hasn't heard "any compelling reason" that the Swan-Tyee link should not be finished. The 

state and federal governments should be working together toward the final funding package. ; 

"I want to see that project completed also, and provide low-cost energy for this area," Palin said. "That's a 

foundation of growth and opportunity — low-cost energy." 

Palin added that the state has begun studying a power link between Southeast Alaska and the Canadian/Lower : 
48 electrical grid, but should stay focused on one project 

"I think we need to stay focused on one or the other and not kind-of half heartedly put in tens of millions of 
dollars like we have so far in this Swan-Tyee intertie, and then kind of shift gears a bit there, and start looking 
at another connection elsewhere," she said. 

Regarding the Juneau Access project, Palin said she and many other Alaskans want to be able to drive to the 
capital city, adding that the ability to do so would remove an argument used by supporters of moving the 
capital. 

The Juneau Road would allow the Alaska Marine Highway System to redirect ferry resources away from Lynn 

Canal and provide more consistent service to other Southeast Alaska communities that rely on ferry service. :' 

"It's kind of a domino effect ... and that's one of the sensible things that I think should take place," she said. 

Palin also voiced support for the AMHS and the Ketchikan Shipyard. > 
She also commented on timber and mining issues, noting that extreme environmental groups and some within 
the federal government oppose the development of Alaska's natural resources. 

Palin said Alaska is obligated by its statehood compact and constitution to develop its resources so it can be 
less reliant on the federal government. 

"The governor has to defend Alaska's interests and go to bat for that idea of making sure that we have access 
to our timber, to our resource development, so we can fulfill the obligations that we have," she said. 
The state's Alaska Seafood Marketing Institute is doing a "fine job" of informing the world about the health 
and cleanliness of seafood produced here, but more work is needed to improve the fishing industry itself, 
according to Palin. 

"I'm a commercial fisherman, my husband and I, in Bristol Bay," she said. 

"(I recognize) that statewide we need to start looking at doing some things differently to revitalize the 
industry, to market the industry even better." 

More competition among processors for fishermen's catch would help boost the value for the harvesters, she 
said, using her own fishery as an example. 

"I sell my fish in Bristol Bay to Peter Pan . . . because they're the only processors there," she said. "If we bad 
competing buyers in the region ... I think you'd see more value for the product that we're supplying." 
The state can have a role in allowing the needed competition, said Palin, 
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If elected, she said, her administration would work toward achieving a balance among the fishermen, regions 
and processors. One way to do that is to get politics out of the board and council processes that decide Alaska 
fishery issues. 

"In the past we have seen some special interests, it seems to be, dictating some of the decisions that have been 
made, when we talk about with rationalization in the Kodiak area especially, and processor shares which 
resulted in about 30 percent fewer crew members being needed, the jobs in the local communities being 
eliminated because of rationalization in some areas," Palin said. 

"We have to look at balance in these decisions mat are being made, and understand that what is good for the 
fishermen is good for the processors and it's good for the local communities," Palin said. 
Regarding another industry of importance in Southeast Alaska, Palin was asked whether she would look at 
changing some aspects of the recently approved state Ballot Measure 2 that institutes a $50 state head tax on 
cruise ship passengers along with several other requirements of cruise ship operations and disclosures of some 
business price mark-up information. 

Palin said it was too early to say the ballot measure has caused negative impacts on the industry. She said the 
measure itself was long and convoluted, but she believes most Alaska voters focused on the head tax in 
making their decision. 

"I think that's what caught their attention and I think there's an atmosphere right now anyway, of distrust of 
government in this state, distrust of industry," Palin said. "And I think this was a tool that a lot of Alaska 
voters used to say, 'Come on now, these are outside interests coming in to utilize our infrastructure and all 
these attributes of Alaska. That industry needs to pay its fair share.'" 

Any legal challenge to the ballot measure more likely would be directed at its non-tax provisions, she said. 
"If there's going to be litigation and a challenge, A, we need to figure out what is the grave concern," Plain 
said. 

For example, if the measure's requirement for disclosure of certain kinds of proprietary information causes 
problems for businesses and violates existing law, "I could see that that's where this litigation will go," she 
said. 

Palin said she thinks the $50 cruise head tax should provide some relief for local property tax payers. 
"I think that was kind of inferred as part of the deal also — that as cruise ship passengers help with the 
inrrastructure improvements, that will lessen the burden on local property tax payers," she said. "I hope that 
local property tax payers do see that relief so they're not . . . disenchanted with this type of system." 
Speaking of another type of revenue relief, Palin said it's a "shame" that the state's program to share part of its 
revenues with municipalities has "dried up." 

She said the state could afford municipal revenue sharing back when the price of oil, the primary source of 
state government revenue, was at $9 a barrel. Now, with oil prices much higher, the state says it can't afford 
the program, said Palin. 

"Local government is the most responsive, and responsible level of government," Palin said. "Where the 
wealth of the state can be trickled down into local communities and into the hands of the people that live here, 
and the local communities can prioritize best for the needs, the services to be provided." 
Sharing revenue also helps curtail "overgrowth" of state government, she said. 

Overall, said Palin, there's a recognition within Alaska that it's time to start working together and not allowing 
"politics as usual" to get in the way of the state's progress. That includes defending Alaska's interests on the 
national level 

"Alaska's not looked at real highly by many across the nation and that's so unfortunate because the people 
who live here are good, hardworking people who don't necessarily want a lot of government in their lives," 
Palin said. "But the infrastructure that's needed here in order for it to get on the right road to self-sufficiency, 
we do need that cooperation with the federal government and we do need cooperation from the other 49 states 
to help us progress."

Gov. Sarah Palin announced Friday that the state's preferred alternative for the Gravina : 

Access project is no longer an option, making official what the state transportation 

commissioner warned the community at a Chamber of Commerce luncheon here last month. 

But Palin has indicated that she'll take local mayors up on their invitation to come to j 

Ketchikan to discuss access issues. 

Palin has directed the Alaska Department of Transportation to look for "the most fiscally 

responsible alternative" for linking Revillagigedo Island with Gravina Island and the ; 

Ketchikan International Airport. 

"Ketchikan desires a better way to reach the airport, but the $398 million j 
bridge is not the answer," Gov. Sarah Palin said in a prepared statement. 

Other bridge options can be considered, said Sharon Leighow, Palin's deputy press 
secretary. 

But any bridge option will cost "hundreds of millions of dollars," Leighow said. She said 
the Ketchikan Gateway Borough had asked DOT to look at ferry options, "and that's what 
we're going to focus on." 

About $36 million in federal money intended for Gravina Access now will be available for 
other projects in Alaska, according to the announcement 

Palin has directed DOT Commissioner Leo von Scheben to develop a list of uses for that 

money. j 

"There is no question we desperately need to construct new roads in this state, including in 

Southeast Alaska, where skyrocketing costs for the Alaska Marine Highway System present ■ 

an impediment to the state's budget and the region's economy," von Scheben said in a 

prepared statement. 

Local mayors and legislators voiced strong displeasure with Palin's decision — and with 
the idea that even more of the federal funding that had been sought by community members, 
legislators and the Alaska congressional delegation to improve access to Gravina likely will 
be used elsewhere. 

In addition, the Palin administration and DOT did not attempt to contact Sen. Bert Stedman, * 
R-Sitka, co-chair of the Senate Finance Committee, or Rep. Kyle Johansen, R-Ketchikan, 
chair of the House Transportation Committee, about the decision until Friday morning. 
"I am livid," Johansen said Friday afternoon. 

He said the governor's decisions, von Scheben's comments in the press release and the 
absence of effort to involve the local community display a lack of respect, statesmanship 
and leadership. 

"I think obviously there's a disconnect with the governor's office and what's important to 

this community," Johansen said. I 
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Ketchikan Gateway Borough Mayor Joe Williams and City of Ketchikan Mayor Bob 

Weinstein said they learned of the decision via Palin's press release and press reports on ' 
Friday morning. 

"I think we're disappointed as much in the process of the decision and how we got to that 
decision as much as the decision itself," Weinstein said on behalf of himself and Williams 
during a press conference late Friday morning. 

The mayors and lawmakers questioned the governor's action in light of her many calls for 
open and transparent government 

"We got (Friday's) news release like everyone else did," Williams said. "Where is the 

participation of the local people? Would she do this to her local constituents in Wasilla?" [ 
Stedman said that improving access to Gravina has been an economic priority for 
Ketchikan, the State of Alaska and the congressional delegation for more than 30 years. 
"I'm shocked that the governor would ignore the significant energy, hard work and financial 
resources already invested in the project," Stedman said. 

Republicans U.S. Sen. Ted Stevens and U.S. Rep. Don Young championed the project 

through Congress two years ago, securing $223 million in funds for the bridge. 

Under mounting political pressure over pork proj ects, Congress stripped the earmark — or 

stipulation — that the money be used for the airport t 

Ultimately, Congress still sent the money to the state, but for any use it deemed appropriate. 

The state eventually took much of that money for other projects around the state. 

A spokeswoman from Young's office said he would have no comment Stevens spokesman 

Aaron Saunders said Friday that Stevens is interested in how the state uses remaining funds. 

Sen. Lisa Murkowski, R-Alaska, said safe and reliable access to the airport has been a 

Ketchikan priority for more than three decades. 1 
"When the State of Alaska requested resources to build a bridge, the congressional 

delegation worked hard to secure funding," Murkowski said in a prepared statement. "It is \ 

unfortunate for the people of Ketchikan that the state has chosen to re-prioritize its support [ 

of the project." ). 

Though the earmark was removed, it still is being held up as the centerpiece example of ' 

waste and poor prioritizing by lawmakers. { 

Just last month, presidential candidate Sen. John McCain, R-Arizona, weighed in, saying 

pet projects could have played a role in a Minnesota bridge collapse that killed 1 3 people. ' 

"Maybe if we had done it right maybe some of mat money would have gone to inspect 

those bridges and other bridges around the country," McCain told a group of people in a s 

town-hall style meeting in Ankeny, Iowa. K 

"Maybe the 200,000 people who cross that bridge every day would have been safer than 

spending $233 million of your tax dollars on a bridge in Alaska to an island with 50 people ?! 

on it." 

Ketchikan Gateway Borough Assembly Member Mike Painter said the label "bridge to 
nowhere," is misplaced. 

"The fact is, that's our international airport across the channel," Painter said. "Somewhere 
in the neighborhood of 300,000 people go back and forth annually to the airport." 

On Friday, Palin's statement said the Ketch ikan-G ravin a project was $329 
million short of getting fully funded. 

"The federal government is less and less interested in continuing to fund 
these projects, she said. "It can't be a state priority for DOT when we have 
much-needed road and bridge improvements. Our intention is to work with 
the community to find a sensible and efficient shuttle connection, a better 
ferry service." 
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The bridge alternative that's now officially off the table is the so-called "F- 
1" option, which includes two high bridges, one each over the east and west 
channels of Tongass Narrows, respectively, and touching on Pennock Island. 
Identified as the project's preferred alternative in the 2005 final Gravina 
Access Environmental Impact Statement, the F-l option is estimated by the 
state to cost about $398 million. 

"We will continue to look for options for Ketchikan to allow better access to 
the island," Palin said. "The concentration is not going to be on a $400 
million bridge." 

Weinstein said DOT has "padded"' its bridge estimates, while low-balling estimates for 
projects that he said the agency would rather build 

"The cost of the proposed Ketchikan project had been repeatedly hyper-inflated while the 
cost for other projects, such as the Juneau Access road, have been consistently 
underestimated or have had no inflation because a nucleus of Southeast DOT people and 
other DOT staff members, which, in my mind , are members of what can best be described 
as a cabal, happen to be proponents of other projects," Weinstein said. 
John MacKinnon, DOT'S deputy commissioner for highways, said Friday 
that $398 million estimate resulted from several factors, including the type 
of design needed to satisfy the desires for cruise ships to be able to pass 
underneath and for no structures higher than the bridge deck to interfere 
with float plane traffic. 

"As this thing evolved ... almost everything about it is probably the most 
expensive thing you could have done," MacKinnon said. 
He added that inflation rates for construction using concrete and steel have 
increased "significantly" in recent years. 

"The comment that we have artificially inflated the cost of the bridge, I 
don't buy that," MacKinnon said. 

He said the federal National Environmental Policy Act requires the state to 
re-open the EIS record of decision, re-examine the alternatives, and select a 
new alternative. 

"We're not starting from scratch," MacKinnon said of the process. "A vast 
amount of the work has already been done." 

But the lawmakers and mayors question the state's interest in the project. 

"If you're the DOT and you do not want to build this project — like DOT has not wanted to 
build this project forever — what do you do?" Johansen said. 
More study adds further delay and cost, he said. 

"Every year that you wait it gets more expensive," Johansen said. "It's a waiting game. ... 
It's basically a stall tactic to kill the project." 

Weinstein noted that DOT officials have said that different types of hard links, such as a 
steel bridge, might cost in the more-affordable range of $200 million to $220 million. 
"But certainly, even if the hard access turns out to be not affordable under the current 
climate, there clearly needs to be improvements to the ferry system, especially for long-term 
benefit of this community," Weinstein said. "By taking the money, that can't even happen." 
The state's original diversion of a large portion of the $223 million in federal highway 
funding to other projects still rankles many in Ketchikan. Losing what's described as the 
remaining $36 million in federal funds for projects elsewhere is especially difficult to take, 
said the mayors and lawmakers. 

"It should not be spread over the state of Alaska," Williams said. "The state of Alaska did 
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not seek after those funds. It was the community of Ketchikan that sought after the funds. If 
the decision was ever made that a bridge was not affordable, those funds should still remain 
in the community of Ketchikan, and if (that) means just living off the interest to operate our 
ferry system, then so be it." 

Johansen also took exception to von Scheben's comment that increased costs for the state 
ferry system are impeding the state budget and the region's economy. 
"This is not a subsidy; the marine system is integral to our economy," he said. "If the 
governor can find a road in Alaska that makes money I will go up there and do a jig on it." 
Johansen noted that he, Stedman and Williams attended the Southeast Conference meeting 
this week in Skagway. Several DOT officials were present, but they didn't mention that a 
bridge decision was being made, he said. 

Stedman said Palin's advocacy of open and transparent government "certainly doesn't seem 
to exist in this case." 

"This governor never misses an opportunity to advocate for involving Alaskans in the 
governmental decision-making process," Stedman said in a prepared statement. "So it's 
troubling that she would take such drastic unilateral action without consulting either the 
Legislature or the affected community " 

Williams and Weinstein extended the invitation to Palin to visit Ketchikan and talk with the 

community about the decision and improving access to Gravina. 

"I don't want her to send her employees," Williams said. "It was not her employees that 

made that decision. It was her that made that decision. ... I want her to bring her people who 

helped her make that decision and explain to us in person, why the bridge was cut." 

Palin administration spokesperson Leighow said that, "If a community leader feels slighted, 

it certainly wasn't intentional." 

Palin will accept the mayors' invitation, Leighow said. 

"The governor looks forward to visiting Ketchikan and working on access issues," Leighow 
said. 

Some of the reaction to the bridge decision Friday has been positive, as welL 

That includes the Alaska Transportation Priorities Project, an Anchorage-based group that 

promotes "sensible transportation systems in the state. 

"With federal funding in decline, the state doesn't have the money for new transportation 
mega-projects, so Gov. Palin was wise to cancel the Gravina bridge project," said ATPP 
Director Lois Epstein, who also urged Palin to "carefully scratinize" the proposed Juneau 
Access and Knik Arm bridge projects. 

Saying the group supports improved ferry access to Gravina, Epstein said the remaining 
federal money should stay in Ketchikan. 

"With some upgrades and proper maintenance, the ferry system ... will serve the community 
and visitors well," she said in a prepared statement

Alaska's self-sufficiency has always been a top priority of the 
Governor, Consistently, from year to year, this goal has been reflected 
by a reduction in the number of appropriation requests submitted by her 
Administration. Since taking office. Governor Palin has reduced this 
number by half. 

For FFY07 the Murkowski Administration submitted S3 earmark requests 
totaling $350 million. For FFY08 Governor Palin reduced the number of 
requests submitted by the state to 52, totaling $256 million. Most 
recently, for FFY09, the Governor further reduced the number of 
appropriation requests submitted by the state to 31, totaling $197 
million. Of these 31 requests, 27 represent continuing or previous 
appropriations .

Appropriation requests submitted by the state only represent those of 
Governor Palin's Administration and do not include those requested by 
other local entities, the University of Alaska, or the Alaska Rail Road. 
The state typically does not advocate on behalf of these groups. 

In regard to the $550 million figure cited in the Governor's March 2008 
Fairbanks News-Miner Op-Ed, the article should have specified that the 
$550 million figure was referring to appropriation requests from a 
previous year. In particular. Governor Murkowski submitted 116 earmark 
requests totaling $550 million in FFY05.

The rumor spread. Don't believe everything you heart In this season of 
political frenzy, election sound-bites, (iberal and anti-Christian agendas - 
don't accept everything hook, line and sinker! Ever "heard it through the 
grapevine" - only to discover that the grapevine was polluted? 



Maybe you've been the target of defamatory comments. If you've ever been 
misquoted and taken out of context, you're in good company - Jesus was.

Sometimes a completely guilty person is the object of a runaway 
rumor.. .some of the Lord's favorite people really messed up...Moses, David, 
Peter and Paul. Can you imagine what the rumors or six o'clock headlines 
might have been back )n the day? The Lord extended great mercy and 
continued to use them mightily. 

In the Christian world there is a grapevine. Don't start a rumor and don't 
believe the grapevine! Sometimes, believers hear one juicy tidbit and the 
suspicion, accusations or dissing begins! Don't do it. Love believes the best. 
No matter what you hear - it's not the whole truth. If you've been 
misrepresented by others, Proverbs give us great comfort... "The man who 
sets a trap for others will get caught in it himself. Roll a boulder down on 
someone, and it will roll back and crush you."

4. Some people encourage you; some people criticize and tear you down. 

5. Some people rejoice with you; some people rain on your parade. 

6. Some people are thrilled with the changes in your life; some people 
dismiss ft. 

7. Some people love to see you break out of stereotypical paradigms; some 
people get mad. 

8. Some peopie approve of your spouse, kids, hair, clothes, hobbies, style;
